Timme, ho save some facts and figures 
that warranted him in making tha state- 
ment that there would bo no necessity ot 
levying a etate tax tor general purposes 
for 188G arid 18S7, unless tho legislature 
should make extraordinary appropria- 
tions, which has not been done. 


Mr. Secretary Tiuime, ou page 30, of 


his valuable report tor 188-1, says: "With 
the amount now in tho state treasury, to- 
gether with the increased revenue from 
businetis paid by railway, insurance, tel- 
egraph and telephone companies, with 
minor sums received from other sources, 
which will be amply sufficient to defray 
the expenses of the state during tho en- 
suing year, I have concluded to make no 
apportionment of this §240,000 (author- 
ized by -the legislature in 18S3) to the 
various county clerks believing that in 
doing so tho interests of tho tax payers 
will be best subserved; that it is contrary 
to good public policy to levy a tax to lie 
idle in the vaults of the state treasury. 


The senate committee on finances, 


banks und insurance, made a oaroful 
investigation of the financial condition 
o£ tho state and reported to tho senate on 
Thursday that no state tax would bo nec- 
essary tor tho ensuing two years.
